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DETAILED ACTION 
ALLOWANCE 

1. This communication is in response to application filed on1 0/1 6/2001 and 
appeal Brief filed on 2/3/2010. In light of the arguments presented in the 2/3/2010 
Appeal Brief, hte Examiner finds Applicant's arguement to be persuasive. 
Therefore, the pending rejections of claims 1-2, 5-8, 21, and 23-26 based on 35 
USC 103 are withdrawn. 

2. Allowable Subject matter: 

Claims 1-2, 5-8, 21, and 23-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowance: 

Independent claim 1 and their dependent claims 2, 5-8, 21 and 23-23 

respectively are allowed because the closest prior art of record and references of 
Yamaguchi (6, 385,675) in view of and Okuda et al (7,034,952) and Aikens et 
al (6,216,113) in any combination did not teach or render obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art an electronic transaction recording system for 
accumulating data from a printer device an user, the system comprising: 

a billing system which accumulates information on usage of the printer 
device by the user, generates an accounting of usage based on the information, 
and associates the accounting of usage with a predetermined unit of usage; and

an account records database which stores account information of the user 
of the printer device in terms of the predetermined unit of usage; 

wherein the billing system periodically updates the account information of 
the user of the printer device and issues an accounting of costs to the user of the 
printer device, 

wherein the billing system credits the owner of the printer device an 
amount corresponding to the predetermined unit of usage of the printer device by 
the user, and 

wherein the billing system accumulates information on usage of the printer 
device by the owner of the printer device, and only bills the owner of the printer 
device for net usage of the printer device.
